Farewell to Rev. Patterson Draws

Departing Speaker Reviews from

After epending three years west of 
the Great Lakes, Rev. F. W. Patter- 
son is about to leave for a new home 
and new life on the Atlantic sea 
coast. Dr, Patterson has been chosen 
as pres.dent of Acadia University, 
Nova Scotia, and on the eve of hia 
departure came back to leave a fare- 
well message with the congregation 
of Firat Baptist church, which was 
the first charge to which he came 
twenty three years ago. 

Not only the adherents and mem- 
bers of the First Baptist church 
made up the congregation Sunday at- 
ternoon when he was announced to 
peak there on the topic of “After 
twenty three years.” Old friends and 
adm.rers from every taith helped to 
make up the large audience which 
filled the ohurch.

G. A. Ciarke, W. G. Carpenter took 
charge of the service and Captain 
Bowen read the lessons, A fit setting 
for the preacher's sermon was given 
in the solo sung by R. L. Bateman 
and oarrying @ its words the theme 
of true eervice.

As to Bootleggers 

Criticlem was made of the boot-

ALBERTA HAS FIRST WOMEN ON 


GRAND JURY IN THE DOMINION 


RED DEER, Alta., Nov. 20.—Women were empanelied on a jury 
case in the supreme court here last week for the first time in the hie- 
tory of Canada. 

A recent amendment to the Jury act of Alberta allows women to 
eit on a jury in @ case where a Woman is concerned, The case before 
Mr. Justice M. C. McCarthy is a breach of promise case from Clive, 
Alberta—Staub versus Larkin. Counsel for the defendant contended 
that the plaintiff herself must make application to have women em- 
panelled on the jury, not her solicitor, but the judge overruled the 
objection. 

When the jurors were being sworn in one of the women objected 
to kissing the court Bible for sanitary reasons. She was allowed to 
effirm her oath. The jury returned a verdict awarding the plaintiff 
$4,000 covering both charges. 

The jury was composed of Mrs. Daniel Smith, Mrs, Horn, 
Huestis, Mr. Gamble, Mr. Botsford and Mr. Moore.

Primarily summoned to establish 
peace between victorious Turkey and 
defeated Greece, the conference posa- 
emeos vast imporiance to all Europe as 
well aa America, It must settle the 
various problems that have grown out 
of the Turks’ return to the céntinent 
from which they were expelled after 
the Great War, as well as the all- 
dominant question of the freedom of 
the Dardanollea 

The conference must lay down Tur- 
key new frontiers and take up tho 
delicate question of Turkey's capitula- 
tions, or concessions, whereby ftoreign- 
ers, like those living in China, have 
been exempt from Turkish laws and 
free from taxation. Turkey demands

Norman G. Butterfield was in con- 
ference during the week-end with 
Colonel Currie, president of the Im- 
perlal Steel company of Dastern Can- 
ada, who wag a visitor in Edmonton. 
The Colonel expressed hig desire to 
establish à plant here just as soon as 
conditions made it possible. His 
company, he sald, wh'ch now manu- 
factures wire, wire nails, barbed wire 
and iron and steel products in the 
east, would readily transfer its opera - 
tiong to the west for the western 
market in order to elim nate freight 
rate costs, and also to assist in the in- 
dustrial up-bullding of the Province 
of Alberta. 

He expressed belief that everything 
should be done in order to encourage 
the development of the natural re- 
sources of the west. For he fore- 
sees the advantages that the steel and 
other industries would bring. He re- 
cited the fact that all fron and steel 
products now used in the west were 
the products of eastern manufacture, 
produced mainiy from ore of the 
Lake Superior fieids and burdened by 
excess ve transportation costs, which 
finally must be shouldered by the 
prairie purchaser. 

‘Western Opportunity. 

To give some idea as to the im- 
mensity of the iron and steel industry 
{taelf ig the fact that on the prair'es 
alone there are in use, or otherwise 
no fewer than thirty-three thousand 
tractors, involving an aggregate valu-

The feasibility of transportation of 
fron ore from the Lake Athabaska | 
district. has been one of the main) 
concerns of the Butterfield interes's 
and hes been u phase of the nagotl- 
ationg which has received the closest 
poss!ble consideration. The extension 
of the present line of the Alberta and 
Great Waterways railway would be 
within easv reach of accomplishment 
by engineers and would not be an 
excessive undertaking so far as fin- 
ancial promotion is concerned. 

Taking the existing line from the 
Clearwater and pushing it onward se 
far as the shore of Lake Athasvka 
the iron ore operators would in- 
stitute a service of the car barge 
system from the west end of the lake 
to the ore mines, a system which 
would facilitate the handling of the 
fron products and ensure their deliv- 
ery at the smelter with but a single 
hanéing. As compared with the hau!- 
ing of ore from eastern fields the ad- 
vantages can easily be seen. For in 
eastern fields the raw product has to 
be transported seventy or eighty 
miles to lake ports, and again haa (a 
be transported to lake boats for an- 
other journey of about nine hundred 
miles for distribution to the amelters 
and mille inland. 

It ig significant that an extension 
of the Alberta and Greae Waterways 
Une would carry new ratla through 
some of the greatest asphalt fields in 
best timber reserves In the province 
og Alberta. Then again, it would tap 
the lake fishing industry of the north 
and bring within marketing reach the 
products of a phase wf commercial de 
velopment which, it ts admitted, has 
been too long neglected. Withal, the 
extension of the system would trans 
port the entire Alberta and Great 
Waterways railway into an active and 
financially prosperous line.

In the Lethbridge scheme the cost 
is aaid to have run to $50 per acre. 


There figures will serve to bring 
home to people generally that ir- 
rigation is no cheap and easy way 
of beating the weather end secur- 
ing crops whether it rains or not. 
Even at the lower rate in the 
United district the cost of con- 
structing the works ts a 
heavy investment on the part of 
the owner of a quarter section of 
land. It is doubtful if the land, 
unwatered, would sell for what it 
costs to put the water on it. That 
is to say, the ditches cost more 
than the land. And unless the 
land is more than doubled in val- 
ue the improvement is not finan- 
cially sound. 

To the cost of constructing the 
irrigation works will have to be 
added the cost of maintaining and 
operating the system. When to 
the interest and sinking fund 
necessary to meet the bonds issued 
to construct the system there is 
added the expense of maintaining 
and operating it, the irrigation 
farmer will be called on to put up 
a very substantial tax per acre 
per year. His water tax will on a 
conservative calculation amount 
to three or four or five times the 
total municipal and school taxes 
levied on a quarter section else- 
where in the province, and he will 
have these taxes to meet besides. 

Obviously the success or failure 
of southern irrigation schemes will 
depend remarkably upon the kind 
of farmers and farming. Industry 
and thrift will be prime necessities 
on the part of the man who makes 
a living for his family after pay- 
ing these overhead charges. He 
will have to farm with his head 
as well as his hands, and make 
every acre count. He will have 
to grow what pays best, grow it 
right, and market it right. And 
unless that is done, and done gen- 
erally all over an irrigation tract. 
the enterprise will collapse. There 
can be no slipshod farming, no 
trusting to luck and raising what 
is easiest grown, no neglect about 
keeping ditches in repair and ap- 
plying the water et the time it is 
needed. A good deal of precau- 
tionary work will have to be 
kept up in wet seasons as well as 
in dry. If the ditches are allowed 
¢o fill up with dirt in a year when 
nature supplies the moisture they 
will be useless the next year when 
the clouds fail to provide the need- 
ful supply. The irrigation farmer 
will have to be on the job all the 
time, and he will have to produce 
what can be produced at à good 
round margin of profit or he will 
be swamped. 

Farming irrigated land is a sta- 
ble and euccessful business in 
many parts of the world. But un- 
fortunately they are mostly parts 
of the world where a wider var- 
iety of products can be grown 
than in Alberta, and countries 
where a denser population pro- 
vides a steadier demand for pro- 
duets and more consistent prices 
than can be counted on in the 
west. Growing wheat and beef 
for export on irrigated land is a 
proposition of rather doubtful 
practicability, and the market in 
Alberta for products of other 
kinds is not without limits. 

As the province is backing the 
bonds of the irrigation projects, 
these figures as to construction 
cost have an interest for the people 
of the province generally.

Threshing It Out.

The Chicago board of 
trade is fighting the enforcement 
of the law in the courts, and has 
filed declarations from a dozen or 
ao professors of political economy 
who say the interference with buy- 
ing and selling would react in a 
lowering of the prices paid to 
farmers for their grain. The out- 
come of the case will be watched 
with interest in Canada. The evid- 
ence that is produced in support 
of the pros and cons will be per- 
haps even more important than 
the final decision. That the farm- 
er suffered lass because other 
people speculate in grain has long

The Real Sea Defence. 
Rear Admiral Sims says the sub- 
marine is the most effective wea- 
n of defence that a country can 
ve against attack by sea. That 
would seem to be a moral plainly 
enough stamped upon the record 
of the geet war. While they had 
aeea force incomparably more 
powerful, it was only on rare oc- 
casions that the Allies had the sat- 
isfaction of bombarding a German 
coast fortification from the sea. 
As for the enemy, his epectacular 
raids upon the coast of Eng- 
land amounted to no more than 
early morning dashes into the har- 
bors of a few quiet summer resorts, 
followed by the massacre of a few 
score harmless civilians, and still 
more hurried dashes for home. For 
most of the four years the submar- 
ine kept the mammoth fleets of 
both sides swinging at their an- 
chors in securely protected har- 
bors. Such a thing as the old-time 
siege of a coastal point by a block- 
equadron was not attempted 
by either side. With a few of these 
strange fish in the Gulf of St.

Availing itself of the power to 
exempt from closing the council 
passed the resolution of April 26, 
1920, in which is enumerated a 
long list of places of business that 
may be kept open—not contrary 
to the act but as provided by the 
act. There was no reason then and 
there is no reason now why that 
list of businesses exempted by re- 
solution of the council from the 
closing provisions of the act should 
not have included retail stores. 
There was no reason on September 
11th, 1922, why the council should 
not have added retail stores to the 
exemption list of 1920. 

There is nothing in Mr. Justice 
Walsh’s decision to indicate that 
if they had done so he would have 
had anv reason to grant a motion 
to quash such an addition to the 
exempted list. There is nothing 
in his decision to indicate that if 
such a resolution were passed by 
council on any future day it would 
be other than good law, perfectly 
effective and in accord with tho 
provisions of the city charter re- 
garding hours of closing. 

A persistent effort has been 
made to create the belief that the 
charter amendment of 1920 com- 
pelled the closing of retail stores 
without regard to the authority or 
wish of the city council. The coun- 
cil resolution of April 1920 abso- 
lutely contradicts that idea, Prac- 
tieally the question of closing is as 
much in the hnads of the city 
council by the legislation of 1920 
as by that of 1913, although the 
provision is worded to create the | 
contrary impression. If the inter- 
ests of the city and its citizens are 
not being served in the matter of 
the closing of retail stores the 
blame is not on the legislature of 
1920 or on the city council of that 
date but on the city council of to- 
day. . 

There is no need of any long 
drawn out and costly legal pro- 
ceedings. The question is in the 
hands of the men, placed in auth- 
ority by the votes of the electors. 
On Sept. 11th last those represen- 
tatives of the citizens expressed 
the belief that retail stores should 
be allowed to do business six days 
in the week. They so expressed 
themselves by formal] resolution.

Prehisoric Dentisw. 

Dr. Millar was the first dentist 
@hich the Arctic has ever known; 
prior to his advent it was the custom 
of toothache sufferers to obtain the 
aasistance of neighbors to hold them 
down while the local strong man 
gouged out the offending molar with 
the business end of a file or a stout 
nail. The three doctors scattered 
along the two thousand miles of wat- 
erways could not attend to the suf- 
ferers, and though the Sisters of 
Charity and the missionaries perform- 
ed wonders, for years the cry of the 
northmen has been for a real dentist 
to go out and end their sufferings. 

In response to the urge of their 
post managers. the Hudson's Bay 
company finally arranged with Dr. 
Millar, and on May 29th he left for 
the north, visiting all the posts strung 
along the rivers which flow to the 
Arctic, at every steamer landing to 
be greeted by dental sufferers willing 
to fight for a place in his chair 

Every post brought its quota of 
men anxious for attention—all but 
the Indians, who regarded the whir- 
ring drill as bad medicine,” an
